he story of my 1970% Falcon 

really begins a few years ago 
when I received a call from a Mustang 
Club friend asking me if I was 
interested in a couple of 429 cubic inch 
engines. One still had a C6 attached. 
I asked more about the engines, but 
was indeed interested and determined 
to make the purchase. One was a 1971 
engine and transmission and the other was a 1972 
engine only. At the time I was working on my 1969 
Mustang Fastback and did not want to change the 
motor in it. So, I started thinking about what the 429 
might go in. I had several friends who had Fairlanes 
and Torinos but I did not know a lot about them at the 
time, nor did I have one. 

About that time a friend offered me a 1962 Mercury 
Meteor two door he had that was a decent car. Initially 
I accepted, but later decided against the Meteor. One 
morning I was talking to a friend in Cabot, Arkansas— 
Christopher Sword—about Falcons. He said he had 
recently reacquired a 1970% Falcon which was in 
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really good shape. It was a 302 cubic 
inch car and very clean. I did a little 
m». research and was convinced this was 
| the car for the 429 /C6 combo I had 
sitting in the garage. 
My friend and I made the trip 
down to North Pulaski Motors in 
Arkansas and the Falcon was soon 
on its way home with us. It stayed 
unchanged for over a year and we made a trip to 
Bloomfield, Iowa to a Fairlane Club of America Mini- 
Meet. While deciding exactly what to do with the 
car, I mostly drove it around town. Finally, after a 
discussion with Allen Beckett in Ashland, Missouri, a 
vision for the Falcon became clear. 

The car would stay the same on the exterior but 
everything else would be rebuilt to match the engine 
build I had planned. I sold the 1972 429 ci to a guy 
wanting it for a pulling truck build and had the 1971 
429 ci stroked to 501 ci. I set a horsepower and torque 
goal after many conversations with Allen and a local 
engine builder. I envisioned a smooth running engine

that would be easy to drive and have upgraded 
heads, manifold, roller rockers and cam and EFI. The 
engine went together smoothly and without any real 
problems and was dyno’d at 582 hp and 585 foot 
pounds of torque on a chassis dynomometer. Allen 
and I set about acquiring parts needed to stand up to 
that power level. We rebuilt traction bars, built frame 
connectors, designed and had built an aluminum 
diamond plate fuel tank because we wanted to go 
EFI. We repaired rust in the engine bay and moved 
the battery to the trunk. We then ran the -6AN black 
fuel lines and the -10AN black heater hoses and hid 
everything in looms. We modified the upper radiator 
brackets to hold a larger aluminum radiator, made 
the original 429 shroud fit and modified a 351C upper 
radiator hose to fit. A transmission cooler was hard 
plumbed and hidden under the hood latch along with 
a polished aluminum overflow catch can. 

The eight inch rear end was swapped for a nine 
inch one with a Nodular center section, Detroit 
Locker, 3.50:1 gears and 31 spline Strange axles. We 
added disc brakes in front but kept the rear drums. 


The C6 transmission was built to match the engine’s 
new power and installed. We kept the column shift, 
which took a bit of modification to retain, but soon was 
working flawlessly. 

We used an MSD Atomic EFI unit, hood tachometer 
like a Twister Special Torino and GT hood scoop, 
because the EFI would not work with the shaker set up 
that was on the car. The fuel filler was moved inside the 
trunk and the original location is now a vent. 

I originally had steel wheels but we swapped them 
for polished five-spoke wheels with 255/60x15 front 
tires. A new set of 275/60x15 rear tires gave the Falcon 
better traction and stance. When we had everything 
completed mechanically the interior was redone in the 
correct pattern by a friend Michelle Graber Knowles. It 
turned out great. Once we had the Falcon on the road 
and any issues sorted out we took it to Shelbyfest in 
Jefferson City, Missouri. The big Falcon was put on the 
chassis dyno where it turned in 408 horsepower and 
428 foot pounds of torque.

My radiator appears to have a leak 
and is making a mess in my engine 
compartment. Is there an simple way 
to find the leak and repair it? Can 
you give me any advice? 


Radiator Repair 


So, you have a small leak in your radiator and it’s 
making a mess in your engine compartment. You don’t 
know exactly were its leaking. What will it cost to take 
it to a radiator shop, $50, $60, $100? Here is a simple 
way to find the leak. All you need is a bicycle or an 
old car inner 
tube, a small 
section of an old 
radiator hose, a 
bottle, some hose 
clamps, and some 
solder and flux. 
You can use the 
same solder and 
flux used 
to solder copper 
pipes in your 
house. 

Cut at least a 
six inch section 
of the inner tube 
with the Schrader 
Valve in the center. Then cut the inner tube length wise. 
This will give you a rubber patch with the Schrader 
Valve in the center. Then cut another 6” section of the 
inner tube and cut it length wise. This will give another 
rubber patch. Use a knife and cut a one-half X in the 
center of this patch. Now place the Schrader Valve 
though the X hole. If you have a hole punch you can 
just put a hole in the center instead of the X. This gives 
you an extra layer of rubber to clamp the Schrader 
valve to the open radiator hose outlet. The hose clamps 
will cut into the rubber. 

Okay, that takes care of the one radiator hose outlet. 
Next you will need two hose clamps a bottle and a 
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Yes. There is a fairly simple 
procedure to identify where the leak 
is coming from and seal it. Below 
is a set of steps to help you find the 
leak and repair it. 


short piece of an old radiator hose to block off the other 
radiator hose outlet. I used a Starbucks Frappuccino 
bottle as it has a large opening. A plastic iced tea bottle 
would also work. The pressure used for testing was 
only 10 pounds. 








The Schrader Valve shown was my first attempt and the clamp 
damaged the rubber. This is why you need an extra layer of rubber 
and to cut the inner tube at least 6” long. 


Use a 
large 
opening 
bottle 

to block 
the hose 
outlet. 





The next thing you need is a spray bottle with some 
soapy water. Put about 10 pounds of air in the radiator 
and spray the seams with the soapy water. It will be 
easy to tell where the leak is in your radiator. Be sure 
the radiator cap is on and tight and spray around 
the cap and overflow tube. If bubbles come out your

overflow tube your cap might need replaced. This all depends on 
your cap rating and the amount of air you put in the radiator.

Now that you found the leak you can repair the leak with 
some solder, flux and some heat. Be sure to clean the surface 
well with a wire - 
brush. Remove the 
Schrader Valve, the

It has a 
soldering. This will hand pump that installs in the radiator cap outlet. 

let the heat from 


soldering out of 
the radiator. 
While you 
have the radiator out, be sure to pressure test and spray all the 
seams on the radiator. This is also a good method to check a used 
radiator before you install it. 
If you have a good sturdy inner tube you can hook it up as 
shown. The inner tube used in the example above did not take 
10 pounds and was easily damaged by the grooves in the hose 
clamp. If you have an old radiator hose you can slice some two 
inch wide rings to go over the bicycle inner tube before you 
install the clamps.

After a journey from Georgia the car arrived in 
Indiana. After a quick inspection, we determined the 
six cylinder had a built-up cam and a custom side- 
exit through-body exhaust which had great sound. Its 
totally custom body was lowered, had airbags all the 
way around and believe it or not, a redone non-cracked 
dash pad. The front had disc brakes which were quite 
well done and and had been expertly installed. What 
fascinated us was the car's air ride suspension with 
on-board compressor pumps. In today's lingo, this car 
can “lower to the rails." In old guy talk, it is “down to 
the ground—all the way down." 

The chrome custom steering column looked great 
and the car had all working gauges. Well, almost all of 
them worked. We discovered some had never actually 
been hooked up. That was a minor fix and we soon 
remedied that.
